Militiamen Parade At

Speaking 
to the troops he said:

Fourteen members of the High¬ 
landers from Vulcan and Milo are 
attending the week-long militia 
camp at Sarcee this week, taking 
National Survival training in res¬ 
cue, first aid, wireless and radia¬ 
tion monitoring. Two of the Vul¬ 
can group, Staff Sgt. Douglas Wil¬ 
son and L/Cpl. Fred Standing, are 
on the instructional staff in wire¬ 
less and rescue, respectively. 

The camp, which is operating on 
daylight saving time, concludes 
with a two-day Mobile Support 
Column exercise on Thursday and 
Friday, with the troops, represent¬ 
ing every militia unit in the 
southern half of the province, re¬ 
turning to their homes on Satur¬ 
day.

At all clinics, Polio Vaccination will 
be given to all persons wishing it. 

These well-baby clinics are held for the purpose of weighing 
and measuring infants and toddlers, and discussing any pro¬ 
blems with parents regarding feeding, training and general care. 
Your child should be immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months old, three doses, at monthly intervals, with 
a combined vaccine containing diphtheria, tetanus, whooping 
cough and poliomyelitis. (D.P.T. Polio Vaccine) Booster doses 
of the above vaccine should be given at the following ages, 12 
to 18 months, 3 years, and about 5 years. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child is one year old with revac¬ 
cination taking place every fifth year thereafter. 

When a child attends school the Health Unit assumes respon¬ 
sibility for maintaining immunization provided the parents sign 
the appropriate consent form which will lie submitted to them. 
There is no charge at these clinics which are a service of the 
Foothills Health Unit.

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Running Out Of Puff 

Phidippldes was the athlete of Ancient Greece who ran 
the race from Marathon to Athens and — understandably — 
“was out of puff.” Although travelling light, he found it dif¬ 
ficult to catch his breath. 

Our society, which is not travelling light, is getting out 
of puff too, but when the speed of our economic race slows 
down we will not see our laboured breathing end. This is be¬ 
cause — unlike Phillippidcs — we carry an added burden . . . 
an affliction called creeping socialism, one of the earliest symp¬ 
toms of which is a slow suffocation. 

Growing parallel to our expanding economy is Big 
■Government, and only when we pause for breath, apparently, 
will most citizens become fully aware of our affliction. Like 
cancer, socialism is automatically and steadily expansive and 
each step taken in the name of the welfare state makes the 
next step easier. The more it eats, the greater becomes its 
appetite. 

Our servants are becoming masters, as any citizens will 
soon realize the minute he faces the maze of red tape when 
he wishes to start a business, open a hot-dog stand, build a 
garage, or anything else. Government Is made possible by taxes 
alone, yet the expanding bureaucracy is every day getting into 
competitive business with the private concerns and destroying 
their ability to pay those taxes. It has to end somewhere. 

Let us examine just a few of those inroads: We now 
have the Canadian National Railway, the Trans-Canada Air¬ 
lines, the Polymer Corporation Ltd. (synthetic rubber), North¬ 
ern Transporation Ltd., the Eldorado Mining and Refining Co. 
Ltd. (uranium ores), the Eldorado Aviation Ltd., the Central 
Housing and Mortgage Co. Ltd., the Canadian Wheat Board, 
The Canadian Overseas Telecommunication Corporation, the 
Canadian Commercial Corporation, the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation, the National Film Board . . . and various other 
bodies such as the Agricultural Prices Support Board, etc. 

Then there are the straight give-away fields where civil 
servants make a full-time career out of simply giving away 
tax monies through Family Allowances, Old Age Security, 
Government Annuities, Federal-Provincial programs for Old 
Age Assistance, Unemployment Insurance, the Canada Council 
for the Arts, etc., etc. These have their parallel at the Pro¬ 
vincial and sometimes Municipal level too, in everything from 
handicrafts to “organized” recreation. 

All these offices, departments and companies have con¬ 
tinuously growing staffs of clerks, administrators, technical 
“experts,” publicity men, etc., and they are all dedicated to 
spending tax monies in one way or another. 

Yet more serious still is the fact that each has its own 
private reserve to exploit . . . its own hoop of rules and regu¬ 
lations through which the citizen or private firm must jump. 
Further, each is armed with some form of built-in authority 
whereby the bureaucrats are permitted to issue ever more pro¬ 
clamations and regulations to hamstring the voting and tax- 
paying public representatives in Parliament. We are being 
gradually smothered. 

Is it any wonder that Federal Government expenditures 
during the past ten years increased at double the rate of cor¬ 
porate profits (165% as against 79%). At this rate we are 
supplying the funds to finance our eventual servitude, and un¬ 
less the trend is reversed, our free society could well succumb 
under the burden. 

After all, Phidippldes died from his exertions.

4 A cups into a very large saucepan. 
Squeeze juice from 1 lemon and 
measure 2 tablespoons into pan 
with berries. Heat gently until juice 
starts to flow. Simmer covered for 
15 minutes. 

Then make the jam. Add sugar 
to fruit in saucepan and mix well. 
Place over high heat, bring to a full 
rolling boil. Boil hard 1 minute, 
stirring constantly. Remove from 
heat, stir in Certo at once. Skim off 
foam with metal spoon. Stir and 
skim for 5 minutes to cool slightly, 
to prevent floating fruit. Ladle into 
glasses. Cover at once with A inch 
hot paraffin. Makes about 12 
medium glasses.

LICENSES FOR 
YOUNG DRIVERS 

A new provision in regard to 
teen-age driver licenses has been 
made in the Vehicles and High¬ 
way Traffic Act by the Alberta 
legislature. 

The new provision is to cover 
persons 16 and under 18 years who 
are self-supporting and are unable 
to obtain the consent of a parent 
or guardian. 

As the act stands, the minimum 
age for a driving license is 16 with 
parents’ consent and 18 without 
consent. 

The amendment says, that in the 
case of an applicant of the full 
age of 16 and under IS, the applica¬ 
tion shail be signed by the parent 
or, where the applicant is self- 
■ supporting and cannot obtain the 
signature of his parent or guard¬ 
ian, by the chief of police or the 
senior municipal officer of the 
municipality where he resides.
